"Of all who entered mental 
hospitals last year 35 per cent 
were cured," was another state- 
ment he made in illustration of 
the accomplishments of modem 
science. 

Dr. Thompson said he had 
learned of the great amount of 
dental work done by the club 
and said that it could not be 
measured in dollars and cents. 

"The diseased tooth leads to 
disease in the rest of the body. 
A tooth that has heen filled is 
not a diseased tooth. A diseased 
. tooth is one in which decay has 
j proceeded to the point where 
what you call the nerve is ex- 
posed. 

"It is really an artery and a 
nerve. The dentist calls it the 
pulp. When it becomes exposed, 
infection sets in, and the pulp 
swells up and cuts off the circu- 
lation and the nerve is killed. 
The tooth is dead. The infection 
is carried through the body and 
attacks a weak spot, resulting in 
arthritis or some other ailment. 

"There can be no disease in 
the tooth as long as the crown is 
sound. We must provide the 
food to keep those teeth sound. 
I The. crown is completely formed 
at eight years of age. But the 
food that was needed to build 
those teeth is needed to keep 
them sound. 

"The crowns of the first teeth 
begin to form at the third pre- 
natal month. The crowns of the 
.second teeth that come at six or 
seven years begin to form at the 
eighth pre-natal month. 

''Calcium and phosphorous arc 
the minerals lacking in our diet 
that our teeth need. 

"They are to be found in fruits, 
raw and cooked, and vegetables, 
row and cooked. 

"Only three Kskimos in a hun- 
dred have tooth (teeny. Only one 
Maori in a hundred in New 
Zealand have tooth decay. 

"Then we must brush our 
teeth, Eskimos and Maoris don't 
have to brush their teeth because 
they don't oat carbohydrates. 
We finish our meals with car bo* 
hydrates. 

"Early diagnosis is the only 
cure for a decayed tooth. Go to 
the dentist early,

Pre-natal care begins not with 
the expectant mother but with 
the children of today who will 
be parents tomorrow. Dr. J. C. 
It. Edwards, Newmarket physi- 
cian and surgeon, told the Ked 
Cross home-nursing class in the 
R.S.A. bugle band hall hist 
evening. 

"The main thing in pre-natal 
care is the rearing of a healthy 
generation of men and women j : ; 
to be parents," said Dr. Edwards. 
"Other problems will take care 
of themselves. 

"To become healthy, physical- 
ly, mentally, morally, children 
need sensible, sane guidance, 
balanced activity, lots of good 
food, healthy clothing, healthy 
recreation, good education. 

"Healthy recreation, however, 
is impossible to obtain today with 
education demanding too much 
of the child's time." 

Dr. Edwards divided the child's 
life into infancy and puberty, 
and spoke of the latter as a time 
of expansion, in personality, 
character and body, and stressed 
the need for special cure durin 
this time of preparation fort 
parenthood.

Looks Like A Lot To Us 

Conservative charges that the King gov- 
ernment isn't pushing the war hard enough 
are not borne out by the statement of Hon. 
C. D. Howe, minister of transport, speaking 
in Newmarket last week, that Canada is 
spending $500,000,000 in the first year of 
the war. This is a tremendous sum when it 
is considered that Canada's total debt, in- 
cluding the first great war expenditure and 
the guaranteed debt of the C.N.R., is (or 

was) only about eight times that amount. 

The government must be doing something 
with all that money. 

Shades of the C. L O. 

If we may take the Hepburn investiga- 
tion of the St. Thomas flying school "walk- 
out" as authoritative, the denials made by 
Hon. Norman Rogers do not reflect credit 
on the King government. Mr. Hepburn 
hasn't made any particular contribution to 
the public welfare, however, by bringing the 
St. Thomas mutiny to public attention, for, 
after all, a boy is a natural mutineer and 
striker, as parents know, and the St. Thomas 
boys probably did not need any public syni- 
pathy. Why Mr. Hepburn should be the 
sympathizer, we don't know, for he was cast 
in the role of a strike-breaker in his last 
provincial election, and he was then blam- 
ing the federal government for withholding 
notice help. We will continue to hope that 
Mr. Rogers did not know the facts, or that 
Air. Hepburn's investigators have made a 
mistake, for we find it hard to believe that a 
fine gentleman like the minister of national 
defence would be untruthful. Hepburn 
forthrightness is often mischievous but it 
is always refreshing against the usual 
political background. 

Stilt A Tosx-up 

There is no sign yet as to whether the 
King government is losing its precarious 
foothold in parliament (Liberals received 
less than half the votes cast in the last 
election), or whether the Manion party is 
making any headway with its national gov- 
ernment program. We noticed that Dr. 
Manion was talking "adequate protection" 
in an Oshawa speech. Has he learned 
nothing? If there is one thing that the 
King government must be given credit for, 
in its pre-war years, it is its good neighbor 
policy of moderating tariffs. ■ Tariffs and

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In the Montreal Star of March 1, 19-fO, there also appeared an advertise- 
ment reading in part as follows: "Special March of Time 'Canada at War', 
sponsored by the Dominion Government now showing daily 10 a.m. to 1 
p.m., Sunday 12 noon to 2 p.m.** 

Moreover, the film "Canada at War", No. 8 in March of Time features, 
was released for exhibition in advance of No. 7 — which is a picture with 
an American appeal. The release date of "Canada at War" was said to have 
been advanced three weeks apparently to permit of the display of the film 
during the Dominion election campaign. 

The action of the Board of Censors in prohibiting the exhibition in Ontario 
of the March of Time picture "Canada at War" follows the precedent 
adopted in the Ontario provincial election of 1937, during which time the 
Liberal Government of Ontario refused to permit the exhibition of films 
and pictures which gave vivid accounts and displays of C.I.O. activities 
and scenes of violence in American industrial centres. The showing of 
the pictures would have been to the undoubted advantage of the Liberal 
Government which was opposing C.I.O. activities in Ontario. Yet the 
Ontario Liberal Government banned the exhibition of the films and pictures 

The Board of Censors of the Province of Ontario would be false to its dut\ 
if it interfered in the wartime elections campaign by placing its stamp ol 
approval on a film such as "Canada at War," which in this time of grave 
national peril is being used and exploited for purposes of political 
propaganda.

In other words, 
one cannot develop tuberculosis 
from a cold. There must first be 
access of the tubercle bacillus to 
the human body, and the same 
applies to tjie .other communi- 
cable diseases. ; 

Sometimes, as in the case of 
diphlheria or typhoid fever, a 
person, after recovering from one 
of these diseases, may harbor the 
germs in his body for a long time 
and infect other individuals. Or 
sometimes an individual who has 
never himself been ill with a 

disease, may act as a carrier. 
There are diphtheria and typhoid 
carriers. \ ' - . 

Methods of Spread 

By discharges from the NOSE, 
THROAT, BLADDER, BOWELS. 

Discharge from the MOUTH or 
NOSE, or the GERM LADEN 
BREATH may be responsible for 
carrying the following diseases: 

The common cold, influenza, 

pneumonia, tonsilitis, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, cerebro-spinal 
fever, tuberculosis, measles, 
mumps, whooping cough, small- 
pox, chicken pox, polio-myelitis 
and syphilis. 

Disease germs may be carried 
into the body by the water we 
drink or the food we eat, or by 
drinking cups, towels and espe- 
cially unclean hands. 

Disease germs gain access to 
the body through the mouth. 
nose, the mucous membranes or 
a break in the skin. 

Especial mention in the Home 
Nursing Manual is made of the 
three W.

Smallpox outbreaks arc not 
very common, owing to vaccina- 
tion. This very useful preventa- 
tive is being neglected and noth- 
ing but a smallpox epidemic will 
force everybody into general 
vaccination again. 

Diphtheria, which used to wipe 
out whole large families 60 years 
ago, has become almost extinct 
by the discovery of diphtheria 
antitoxin, and later by toxoiding 
of all the children. 

Tuberculosis 

At the present time, the pro- 
vincial board of health lias put 
on an intensive campaign against 
tuberculosis, which is at the 

present time the most important 

of the communicable diseases we 
have to deal with. 

This disease is preventable, it 

is curable and it affects all ages 
and all races of people. The 
Indians of Snake and Georgina 
Islands have a very poor resist- 
ance against the inroads of T.B. 
and as a result the population of 
these islands has been very much 
reduced in the last 50 years. 

It is difficult to tell the exact 
time of its insidious onset, or the 
length of time during which a 
person may have the disease. A 
person often has it for many 

years without showing any evi- 
dence of its presence. In fact, 
most persons harbor the germs 
of the disease in their bodies and 
at the time of some other afflic- 
tion when the resistance is low- 
ered, the tuberculosis may de- 
velop and make its presence 
known.

When to Call the Doctor 

While talking to a friend, a 
farmer who had a lovely herd of 
horses and caltle, I asked him 
how often he had to call the 
veterinary to attend his herd and 
he told me that when a cow or a 
horse was taken sick, if its 
value was as much as the cost 
of the veterinary's visit, he sent 
for the veterinary. "Are ye not 
of more account than the beasts 
of the field?" . 

The symptoms of many of 
these communicable diseases are 
so similar and often so baffling 

at first, that it is better to call 
the doctor too soon than too late. 
So that when a child gets up in 
the morning with chills, fever, 
vomiting, sore throat or a rash, 
it is a wise parent who will call 
the doctor, for you cannot afford 

to gamble where a human life is 

concerned. 

Isolation 

Did you ever go into a room 
with three or four children suf- 
fering from some contagious dis- 
ease as diphtheria? I have often 
and they will die like rats in a 
trap if they are not singled out. 

Children suffering from some 
diseases such as measles, scarlet 
fever and diphtheria require to 
be isolated until such time as 
they are not likely to communi- 
means that the room is to be 
cleared of all unnecessary fur- 
niture and trimmings, a sheet 
saturated with disinfectant 
placed across the door-way and 
no one allowed to enter but the 
doctor and the nurse. 
The Nurse 

That angel of mercy, the nurse, 
should wear plain washable 
clothing, a large loose apron that 
is easy to slip out of when she 
leaves the room to take her 
meals. She should keep her hair 
well under control of a cap that 
is more useful than ornamental, 
and she should be careful to dip 
her hands in some ready-at-hand 
disinfectant solution before leav- 
ing the room. Her laundry 
should be placed in a tub of cold 
water with washing soda and 
allowed to soak for a time before 
it goes in with the family wash- 
ing. 

Care of the Discharges from 

the Nose and Throat 

People suffering from dis- 
eases such as tuberculosis, 
cold, influenza, pneumonia, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever or 
diphtheria, should remember the 
discharge from the nose or throat 
is very infectious to others and 
one should not spit where it will 
dry and leave the germs free to 
be carried through the air.

The Care of the Hands 

Where a nurse is in n room, 
taking care of a person suffering 
from any communicable disease, 
there are two things that she must 
continually keep in mind. One is 
she imi£t not put her hands in 
contact with any infective mater- 
ial unnecessarily, and the other is 
she must not let her soiled, un- 
washed hands touch her mouth, 
for they carry more disease germs 
than any other part of her. There 
is no better disinfectant than soap 
and water for ordinary use and 
she .should take particular pains 
to see that her hands are 
scrubbed with soap and wafer, 
then dipped in a solution of lysol 
and water, before she leaves the 
siek room, or before she eats her 
meal, [■$.% 

Terminal Disinfection 

When 1 the quarantine is ended 
the patient should have a com- 
plete hot bath, a shampoo and 
«et into a change of clothing. 
Dishes, utensils and bed" linen 
should lie washed with soap and 
water and treated as before 
mentioned, The room should be 

thoroughly house-cleaned^ The 
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floor and furniture should be 
thoroughly washed with hot 
water, soap and washing soda. 
The walls and windows should 
be wiped down with a cloth 
wrung out of soap and water and 
soda. The mattress should be 
left out of doors on a clothes-Hne 
for two or three days. Blankets 
and bedding require to be 
washed with soap and water and 
dried out of doors in the sun if 
I>ossible. 

Often it will be the part of 
wisdom and safety to burn the 
bedding and mattress.
